ONLY MORAL INFLUENCE. 


Minister Willis May Nét Be Able to Accom- 
plish Much. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Secretary Gresham de- 
clines to impart any information on the 
Hawaiian subject.

LONDON, Nov. 9.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) At the Lord Mayor's 
banquet at Guildhall, this evening, 
Earl Spencer, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, replied to the toast to the 
navy. He said that the government 
had determined to develop the navy 
and maintain England’s supremacy on 
the sea. 

The toast to the ministers was re- 
sponded to by the Earl of ‘Kimberly, 


retary for India. Lord Kimberly said 
the foreign relations of Great Britain 
were friendly, but the government 
could not contemplate the armaments 
of the continent without anxiety. 

“There is a very different state of 
things in another continent,” con- 
tinued Lord Kimberly. “We have 
nothing to fear from our friends and 
brethren on the American continent. 
We and they have given many signal 
proofs that the dissensions between 
great powers can be settled without 
the arbitrament of war. No better 
augury could be obtained for the con- 
tinuance of these cherished relations 
between the United States and Great 
Britain than the recent settlement of 

ng Sea dispute.” 
cr dn Kimberly averted to Spain, 
which. he declared, was in hearty sym- 
‘pathy with Great Britain. With refer- 
lence to the trouble at Melilla, he said: 

“Great Britain would be glad to act 
in concert with the other powers for 
the restoration of quiet in Morocco.” 

Turning to Afghanistan, the speaker 
believed that the settlement of out- 
standing questions would be satisfac- 
tory to both parties. Negotiations with 
Russia promised to result in a satisfac- 
tory and permanent settlement of the 
Pamir. question. He could not speak 
concerning negotiations with France in 
regard to Siam, but the government 
was fully alive to Great Britain’s com- 
mercial interests in Siam and the im- 
portance of maintaining the British po- 
gition on that frontier. 

There was a dark side to the Indian 
picture with regard to silver. He was 
convinced that, but for measures taken 
by the government, exchange in India 
would have fallen to a shilling. It was 
too soon to say whether the measures 
were altogether successful, but the gov- 
ernment was convinced that they were 
necessary. 

He referred to the significance of the 
fact that the Home-rule Bill had passed 
the Commons, and claimed that there 
had been a distinct diminution of ag- 
rarian crime in Ireland since the goy- 
‘ernment entered office. 

Bayard, United States Ambassador, 
proposed a toast to the late Lord Mayor 
and made a short speech. 


COMPLETELY ROUTED. 
The Matabeles Again Sustain Great Losses 


in Battle 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) A dispatch from Fort 
Victoria says that another battle has 
been fought between the British and 
Matabeles, in which only three British 
were killed and seven wounded. Fully 
one thousand Matabeles perished, and 
they were completely routed.

CLEVELAND, Nov. 9.—(By the Age 
sociated Press.) The Presbyterian con- 
ference closed its sessions in Calvary 
Church this afternoon, and the cone 
clusions reached made the gathering a 
historical one. The liberal gentlemen 
whe composed. the conference haye 
taken a determined stand against their 
more orthodox brethren, and have de- 
termined to fight for their rights in the 
church of théir choice. The sessions 
were secret, and no one seems at- 
thorized to talk. 

A committee appointed by the con- 
ference this evening, gave out a procla- 
mation. The committee corisisted of 
Rev. Dr. Patterson of Chicago, Rey. 
Dr. Egbert of St. Paul, Rev. Dr. Brown 
of New York, Rev. Dr. Fisk of Ithaca, 
N..Y.: Rev. Mr. White of Columbus, 
O:; Rev. Mr, Millard of Rochester, and 
Rev. Mr. Hayden of Cleveland. The 
proclamation states that the ministers, 
being seriously. concerned in view of 
certain’ facts and tendencies in the 
Presbyterian church, make the state- 
ment that the General Assembly has 
no right to impose upon the church @ 
new doctrinal statement, and the in- 
terpretation of. doctrine by the courts 
of the church ought always to be 
strictly within the standards, and with 
a sacred regard to the broad and gen- 
erous terms of the reunion of 1870. 

The committee believes that the most 
scrupulous care should be used in all 
trials for dctrinal divergences, and 
view with great concern the interpreta- 
tions of standards strained beyond any 
just regard for the compact of the re- 
union. ‘No court of our church,” it 
says, ‘“‘has a right to suppress respect- 
ful action by the judicatories below it, 
expressing apprehension concerning 
anything in the church. The right of 
petition and remonstrance must not be 
denied in the church of Christ.” 


“The interpretation of one or two 


| phrases of the Book of Discipline, as 


meaning that the Prosecuting Committee 
is independent of the court which ap- 
pointed it, and is capable of prosecuting 
after the judicatory has acquitted, is a 
strained interpretation leading logically 
to many absurdities and possibly to mis- 
carriages of justice. If the phrases are 
susceptible to such interpretation they 
ought to be eliminated.’’ 

The committee, continuing, says: “We 
believe it is no part of the constitu- 
tional. power of any 
the -chureh to warn and 
God-fearing men to withdraw 
from the ministry because they 
cannot accept the interpretations of 
doctrines which are outside the letter

The committee believes the church 
is broad and strong enough to abide 
the spirit of the compact of reunion, 
and embrace all forms and schools 
which accept the essential and neces- 
sary articles of our common faith, ac- 
knowledging Lord Jesus as the divine 
Master and Savior, and the Bible as 
the only infallible rule. The proclama- 
tion calls upon Presbyterians to stand 
together in defense of reasonable liberty 
of opinion in-the church, and of the 
constitutional rights of individual mem- 
bers, and heartily approves the protest, 
of Dr. Herrick Johnson, Dr. Niccols and 
others of the last General Assembly. 

In closing, the committee says: “We 
most urgently counsel brethren wha 
may be perplexed to abide in the com- 
munion and service of the church, as- 
sured that, in doing so, they are within 
their constitutional rights. Only a pro- 
found sense of the peril that besets the 
church leads us “to make this declara- 
tion of what seems to us fundamental 
principles.

Crowding Out the Men. 

It appears that the displacement of 
young men by women in the labor mar- 
ket is becoming quite a serious ques- 
tion in Canada. It is made the sub- 
ject of a somewhat sensational article 


’ jn a Canadian magazine, in which the 


writer declares that women’s work has 
made such progress of late years in Can- 
ada that the women are underselling 
men and pushing them out of their 
field, so far as clerical work is con- 
cerned, In the course of this article the 
writer says: 

“Nearly all classes of clerical work 
are passing rapidly into the hands of 
young women. ‘lhese young women 
enter the offices with skillful fingers, 
winning manners, industrious ways, and 
general aptness to write letters, keep 

ks, count cash, and discharge the 
multitudinous duties attaching to busi- 
ness life. They do their work satisfac- 
torily and well. Taken altogether, they 
are neater, better-behaved, and quicker 
than young men. Nor can it be said 
any longer that physical disabilities 
render them inferior to young men in 
clerical positions where endurance 
sometimes becomes a factor. Experi- 
ence has clearly demonstrated that 
these young women can do whatever is 
required of them, and do it to the sat- 
isfaction of their employers. From ob- 
servation, I should say that two young 
women now enter the departments at 
Ottowa and Washington to one young 
man. What is true of the civil service 
is unquestionably true of all branches 
of business where clerks are employed. 
Shops and offices are all but closed to 
young men, and each year the situation 
assumes a more fixed form. Into the 
lighter branches of labor women are 
entering in steadily-increasing numbers 
to the exclusion of men. If the next 
twenty years witness the same relative 
increase in the number of working girls 
and women as has taken place since 
1870 in this country and the United 
States, we shall see young men doing 
the housework, and their sisters and 


. mothers carrying on half the business 


of the land. As an instance of how the 
pinch is commencing to be felt, I mizht 
cite the case of a family consisting of 
two girls and a boy, all old enough to 
earn their own living. The young man 


is a wide-awake, industrious, and clever ) 


fellow, but, while his sisters are in | 
good situations, he finds it impossible to 
secure an opening in which he could 
hope to even make the price of his 
board. This is by no means an excep- 
tional case. Marriages are on the de- 
crease in proportion to the population. 
I hold, after giving the matter careful 
thought, that the increasing number of 
alling-off in the 


relative number of marriages, are con- 
nected in the relation of cause and ef- 
fect.”’ 


© This complaint is also heard in En- 
gland and in the United States. While 
the ladies have been congratulating 
themselves on the widening of the field 
of women’s work it does not appear to 
have occurred to them that every 
woman who finds employment in 
branches of labor where men have hith- 
erto been utilized must @rowd out some 
male workingman. With striking and 
sometimes unreasonable’ regulations 
limiting the teaching of trades to boys 
as apprentices, and with women crowd- 
ing into almost every light occupation, 
the question of what is to be done with 
our boys is becoming from year to year 


more serious one. 


It is quite reasonable to suppose that 
in this contraction of the male labor 
market may be found a partial answer 
to the inquiry why marriage is falling 
off in cur large cities. If women absorb 
the clerical positions and clerks cannot 
find employment, it is quite evident 
that they cannot afford to marry, unless 
they are so fortunate as to find some 
lady worker who is able and willing to 
Support them, while they sit at home 
and cook the dinner. The whole ques- 
tion is* an important and interest- 
ing one, which seems to threaten 
@ partial revolution in our pres- 
ent social system. After those good 
ladies in San Francisco have completed 
the purification of the press, it might 
be a good idea for them to take up 
this question and tell us what place 
they think the male portion of mankind 
is destined to fill in the economy of na- 
ture, when all the light and easy jobs 


shall have been appropriated by the fair 
sex.

Erroneous Ideas Upon Irrigation. 

Even if the late Irrigation Congress 
shall have accomplished nothing more, 
it has at least stirred up a large amount 
of discussion on the subject of arid 
lands and their reclamation. Maj. Pow- 
ell continues to come in for a large 
share of criticism on accoantief his 
statement that there is not - enough 
water west of the 97th meridian, in the 
United States, to irrigate one-half of 
the land in the same region which has 


private parties. 

We showed recently that, among 
other things, Maj. Powell did not ap- 
parently take account of the possibil- 
ities of artesian water. An Arizona 
correspondent of the Chronicle points 
out another construction which may be 
placed upon Maj. Powell's statement. 
The major said there is not enoygh 
water to irrigate all the land. This, 
after all, may be true, but the major 
failed to say, what is also undoubtedly 
true, that there is water sufficient to 
irrigate every acre that is suited to ir- 
rigation. To show how much difference 
there is between the two statements, 
attention is called to the fact that 
not more than one-fourth, perhaps not 
one-eighth, of the land in the arid region, 
could be irrigated if all the water at 
hand was available. Take, for instance, 
the mountains. No irrigation is pos- 
sible there. Hillsides cannot be irri- 
gated extensively. Only level land and 
land comparatively level can be made 
valuable by the application of water 
through artificial means. This should 
be fully understood when we discuss 
the question of irrigating the arid lands, 
so that we may know clearly what we 
are talking about. Again, of the level 
lands, only the fertile portions are 
worth consideration. The question thus 
resolves itself into this: Is thére enough 
water in the arid region sufficient to ir- 
rigate those lands which are fit for irri- 
gation? If the visible supply is not 
sufficient, is there any possibility of in- 
creasing that supply from other sources? 
This is all there is to it. We do not 
want water to irrigate inaccessible 
mountain tops and barren plains. 

Undoubtedly the largest single bodies 
of land suited to irrigation west of the 
Rocky Mountains are in California, Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, and it is to these 
regions that the government should 
first devote its attention. Even here 
the irrigable areas are very small com- 
pared with the mountain regions. 
Throughout a large portion of these 
three States and Territories there are 
comparatively few acres of level land 
which cannot be irrigated by the aid of 
proper engineering. 

Even should the government refuse to 
undertake the irrigation of the arid 
lands, it might, at least, aid in preserv- 
ing the rainfall in the mountains, from 
which the water for irrigation must 
come. It might also make proper sur- 
veys to ascertain where storage works 
may best be constructed. At present, 
much more water runs to avaste than is 


when all this precious fluid will be 
utilized. Meantime, as previously 
Stated, we must endeavor to teach the 
Eastern people what irrigation means. 
At present, many of them seem to 
think that it is something in the nature 
of a luxury, like growing spring straw- 
berries and asparagus under grass. Of 
| course, as long as Such mistaken ideas 
as these prevail among the people of 
the East. ® will be of no use to look to 
them for financial or moral support. 
Perhaps the fact that so many Eastern 
capitalists are beginning to invest in 
irrigation securities holds out more en- 
couragement than anything else in this 
direction, 
A New Motor. 

In spite of the wonderful progress 
that has been made in street locomotion 
during the past few years, there are 
still many improvements to be made, 
and it is quite likely that the street-car 
motor of ten years hence will be as dif- 
ferent from that of today as an elec- 
tric car is from the steam locomotive. 

A San Francisco inventor named Re- 
gan, who devised the vapor engines in 
general use on steamers and in fac- 
tories, has invented a novel motor-car 
which engineers believe will revolution- 
ize street-car systems. To a certain ex- 
tent it is a development of the vapor en- 
gine. It is highly important asa new 
adaptation of the law of mechanical mo- 
tion, and makes possible novel results in 
the starting and stopping of a car. It 
is understood by the mechanical world 
in general, and especially by locomotive 
engineers, that more power is consumed 
in starting a car than in maintaining 
its motion. In ‘the first movement of a 
car lies the greatest waste of power, 
and it causes the major part of the 
wear and tear on the motive power, 
whether these be machinery or horses. 
This very objection is obviated by the 
new system prepared by Mr. Regan, 
who starts his car with a tremendous 
purchase and an even, gentle speed, in- 
creasing the rate of motion to the max- 
imum as the strain of the car decreases. 
The importance of this will be partic- 
ularly appreciated by all railroad men. 
As soon as. it is started the Regan 
}motor, keeps running at a constant 
speed, irrespective of the rate.of speed

This system, should it prove to be all 
that is claimed for it, appears to be 
just the thing for suburban districts, 
where it is desirable to run a car-line 
at the least possible expense. With 
some such motor as this it would not 
need a large expenditure of money to 
have cars running out of s Angeles 
for ten or twenty miles in all directions. 


Alaska. 

Canocing used to be a very popular 
spart. some fifteen or twenty years ago, 
an@ is still a favorite diversion with 
many people, although it appears to 
have dropped comparatively out of 
sight since the bicycle craze obtained 
such a hold upon the public. There 
is a great attraction about a canoe 
voyage, especially when it extends into 
unknown waters. One of the longest 
trips on record is that which has just 
been completed by Mr. Pike, an English 
explorer, who, as described in the 
Times of Saturday, traveled over 2500 
miles in a canoe through the interior 
of Alaska, without meeting with a 
single accident. Mr. Pike says that 
the interior of Alaska is “absolutely 
worthless except for hunting,’’ but the 
public will be inclined to take such a 
statement with some allowance. Alaska 
is a large country and cannot be thor- 
oughly explored on a single trip, even 
when 2500 miles are covered, as.in this 
case. Alaska is a land of surprises 
and is continually developing some 
new features which astonish even those 
who ‘suppose that they know the 
country well. When it was first pro- 
posed to purchase Alaska, the state- 
ment was frequently made in Con- 
gress that the country was worthless, 
but since then it has produced much 
more than enough to cover the price 
which was paid to Russia for the ter- 
tory. 


There has been a good deal of jug- 
gling with the awards of premiums 
for wine and beer at the World’s Fair, 
and some people are inclined to think 
that the interested parties have suc- 
eeeded_in—bringing some influence to 
bear upon the judges. At least, there 
is always a great temptation for manu- 
facturers to try and secure such a first- 
class advertisement as is furnished by a 
Worild’s Fair indorsement. The proper 
way is to have samples of such articles 
furrnfshed to the judges in bottles, with- 
out any labels, so that the maker’s 
name would be kept secret and the 
product judged entirely upon its“merit: 


Mexico is now said to be suffering 
severely from the depreciation in silver. 
The interest on the national debt is pay- 
able in gold, and the Mexican govern- 
ment has to purchase gold at the rate 
of $1.75 in silver for each gold dollar, 
the revenue being all collected in 
silver. There is already an influential 
party in Mexico which demands that 
the government cease to pay interest 
on its bonds until it is in better con- 
Cition to meet the payments. If this 
should be done, the silver question 
would be brought home in a striking 
manner to the goldites in England, 
where the Mexican bonds are largely 
held. 


Following the seal, it appears that the 
whale is now in danger of extinction in 
the North Pacific. The introduction of 
steam whalers has revolutionized the 
business, one small steamer iaking as 
many as sixty-two whales in a season 
and another sixty-four. At this rate, 
the whales cannot last long. When we 
remember how rapidly the buffalo dis- 
appeared from this continent, we must 
not be surprised to see the whalje be- 
come a rarity in the North Pacific

If it is true that Russia intends to 
replace a large amount of her paper 
with silver, it will be good news for the 
silver-minipg interests of this country. 
It is stated that Russia can 
easily absorb $260,000,000 in silver. 
Hitherto, the great difficulty in effect- 
ing an improvement in the condition 


tion on part of other countries. It is. 
difficult for one country to keep silver 
up alone, even though that country be 
as big and strong as the United States. 


An Irishman with a French title, who 
is described as having been ‘‘a Parisian 
newspaper editor, speculator and ad- 
venturer,”” proposes to take possession 
of an uninhabited island, 600 miles 
from the Brazilian coast, and establish 
thereon an independent Irish nation on 
a small scale. This will be, to some 
extent, a test of the practicability of 
Irish home-rule, and the result of the 
project will be awaited with consider- 
able curiosity. The baron proposes 
to get his colonists from America. 


It is difficult to properly characterize 
such a horrible crime as that of the 
Anarchist bomb-thrower of Barcelona, 
because the average human mind is 
unable to comprehend the mental and 
moral make-up of a creature who would 
commit so dastardly a deed.

HEAVY GAS BILLS. 
The Cost of Lighting the City Hall for a 
Year. 

tal of the monthly bills for 
City Hall for the twelve 
months ending the first of the present 
menth is $1977. It is gencrally cun- 
ceded that much the larger portion of 
this amount was for gas burned in the 
Public Library. As the library has 
no separate meter the exact proportion 
burned there cannot be ascertained. 

There are in the Public Library 127 
jets, having what are known as four- 
foot burners. On account of the gas 
regulator used in the City Hall the 
amount of gas flowing from each jet 
is estimated at something less than 
four feet per hour. 

A careful estimate of the aerage 
length of time per night for which 
lights are necessary, placed the time 
at four and one-half hours. 

If each of the 127 jets were to con- 
sume three and one-half feet of gas 
per hour for four and one-half hours 
per day, and continued this for a year 
the total number of feet of gas used 
would be 730,000, which, at the current 
rate of $2 per 1000, would amount to 
$1460. If each of the gas jets were 
to be replaced by a 16-candle-power 
incandescent light and the cost 
maintaining such light were 1 cent per 
hour, the total cost per year would 
be $2085.98. 

According to the estimates thus made 
it will be seen that although the cost 
for the gas is a heavy one, yet the 
expense for electric lighting would be 
greater. 

Some of the people about the library 
say that there would be a great saving 
of gas if the ceilings, which have be- 
come blackened by long exposure to 
the carbon from the burning jets, 
were to be calcimined. The darkened 
walls, it is stated, absorb so much light 
from the room that it is necessary to 
start the jets nearly an hour earlier.

THE WOODS ARE FULL 


Of Would-be Superior 
Court Judges. 


More Than a Dozen Aspirants 
for the Place 


Formerly Presided Over by the Late 
Judge Wade. 


A Meeting of the Bar Association Tomorrow 
Which Will Recommend an Ap- 
pointee—A Few Fallacies 
Exploded. 


There will be a meeting of the Bar 
Association in the courtroom of De- 
partment Four at 11 a.m. tomorrow, to 
decide what action should be taken in 
reference to the appointment of a suc- 
cessor to the late Judge Wade. The 
call, as issued by the president, desig- 
nates the meeting to be “for the pur- 
pose of considering, first, whether the 
vacancy on the bench should be filled, 
and, if to be filled; second, to recom- 
mend an appointee to the Governor.” 

As to the first proposition there seems 
to be entire unanimity of expression 
among the attorneys in the city. Not 
one who was spoken to about the mat- 
ter, failed to quote the section of the 
Constitution which says, that “if a 
vacancy occtr in the office of judge of a 
Superior Court, the Governor shall ap- 
point a person to hold the office until 
the election and qualification of a judge 
to fill the vacancy, which election shall 
take place at the next succeeding gen- 
eral election, and the judge so appointed 
shall hold the office for the remainder 
of the unexpired term.”’ 

This, the legal fraternity claims, is 

mandatory. Of course, there have 
been cases where the courts have de- 
cided that the word “shall” need not 
be construed as compulsory, it being 
left optional with the deciding powers 
whether or not the occasion demands 
it. Decisions have been handed down 
to the effect that “‘may” can take the 
place of “‘shall,’’ but never, it is as- 
serted, in the case of a constitutional 
provision. As one attorney facetiously 
remarked: ‘“‘The California Constitution 
is fearfully and wonderfully made, but, 
whatever its shortcomings and mis- 
constructions, which set laymen ey 
ing with one another, and call for the 
gagement of legal advisors to argue 
and explain them, there were enough 
attorneys in the convention to see that 
no question can be raised as to the 
rights and privileges of members of 
the bar.”’ 
So far as known, there are over a 
dozen candidates who are desirous of 
dispensing justice in Department 
Three. Those most prominently men- 
tioned include ex-Dist.-Atty. McLach- 
lan; his partner, Waldo M. York; Alex- 
ander Campbell, ex-Judge Cheney, E. A. 
Meserve, Nathaniel P. Conrey and As- 
semblyman C. W. Pendleton. Of these 
gentlemen, it is understood only three 
will be seriously considered at the Bar 
Association, viz: Messrs. York, Me- 
Mr. -Meserve and. 
his champions are busily engaged in 
denying that he commenced his canvass 
for the place before the breath had left 
the body of good Judge Wade. 

Although the indorsement of the Bar 

Association is not considered as final, 
so far as the appointment is concerned, 
yet it is considered a requisite to se- 
cure favorable recognition by the Gov- 
ernor. According to precedent, it is pre- 
sumed that. unless the Governor has 
some personal friend whom he intends 
to reward. he will defer to the wishes 
of the Bar Association as expressed by 
the majority of its members. In fact, 
it is a well-known tradition among the 
legal fraternity of this county that only 
once in its history has a Governor of 
California “gone behind the returns” 
and disappointed an applicant so rec- 
ommended. For this reason there is 
much active canvassing being done by 
the friends of the three leading candi- 
dates. 
The others who have been mentioned, 
and many who have not been men- 
tioned. are, however, not idle. Seeing 
that they have little chance in Satur- 
day’s meeting, they are pulling every 
other string possible on the Governor. 
A few days ago it was said that Hervey 
Lindley, he of the snowstorm record, is 
supposed to be warmly advocating ex- 
Dist.-Atty. McLachlan in order to re-| 
move a formidable rival from his path 
for the Republican nomination for Con- 
gress in 1894. Has this wily manipu- 
lator so soon forgotten the lesson of 
last year, and is he laying his plans to 
again bring out a 6000 adverse majority 
in a Republican Congressional strong- 
hold? The same authority (the Herald) 
says that if McLachlan, with Lindley’s 
backing, cannot get the place, then 
Judge M. T. Owens, Lindley’s brother- 
in-law. would be in the line of succes- 
sion. Thus this seat on the bench is to 
be made a family affair, but the nat- 
ural presumption is that Gov. Mark- 
ham. knows a thing or two, and will 
not_make himself a party to such a 
doubtful transaction. Mr. McLachlan 
was not seen around his usual haunts 
yesterday, but was noticed, satchel ins 
hand, boarding a north-bound Southern 
Pacific train. His destination is not 
known, but is supposed to be Sacra- 
mento, and those best informed fay he 
goes to see the Governor in advocacy of 
the claims of his partner, Judge York. 

Ex-Judge Cheney and Messrs. Camp- 
bell and Pendleton also have their 
warm supporters who are working hard 
for them. Assemblyman Pendleton has 
only recently entered the field, and his 
candidacy was not seriously considered 
until it became known that he had just 
returned from San Francisco, which, as 
every one knows, is not far from Sac- 
ramento. 

The more rational view, however, is 
that Pendleton's candidacy is a joke, 
not to say a horrible sarcasm. 

The talk of Charles Silent, Esq., is 
hardly serious, inasmuch as that worthy 
would have to clear up a discolored 
Arizona record before he could be eli- 
gible for this appointment. — 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
Governor will be confronted with an 
unusual amount of timber—mniore or less 
sound—to select from. There seems 
little doubt that he will look at the 
Constitution as they do, and appoint a 
successor to Judge Wade without un- 
necessary delay and thus avoid the 
much-talked-about writ of mandamus 

His adroit Excellency, however, may 
fool the whole of them. 

So much for the candidates and the 
Governor’s duty, as expounded by nu- 
merous’ counsel.

The Italian Stone-pine Again. 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 8.—(To the Edi- 
tor of The Times.) It shows how wide 
The Times is circulated when I say that 
applications from readers cf your issue 
of the 5th inst., for the seed of the 
Italian stone-pine (or umbrella pine of 
the Italians, or, botanically, the ‘“‘pinus 
pinea”” Linneus) have come from nearly 
every county south of the Tehachepi. 
It has taken me a day to put up and 
mail a few of these precious seeds to 
each of those persons who sent me 
their addresses with stamps. Those who 
did not inclose stamps will not hear 
from me—their letters of solicitation 

consigned to the waste-basket. 

As to the directions for planting, I will 
say, if planted in a box, let the seed 


be placed ,three or four inches deep, 


rich soil, mingled with sand—in case 

e soil is not sandy, as in the fields 
and around Wilmington and San 
Pedro—do not plant in adobe. If 
planted out-doors, let it be in a warm 
place, where no gophers or goats will 
get hold of the young plants. Joseph 
B. Banning tells me that the goats at 
Catalina will browse upon young pine 
trees. When planted out of doors, the 
seed should be placed at least six inches 
deep, in the same kind of soil as men- 
tioned before. My friend Guiseppe 
Trombatore (which being interpreted 
is Joseph Trumpeter, who raises the 
best French artichokes in Los Angeles) 
Says that around Palermo, his native 
city, they put the stone-pine seeds a 
“palmo” deep into ths ground. The 
Neapolitan palm is over ten English 
inches. Those who wish to get more 


information from practical man; 


from the island where Theocritus de- 
scribed the stone-pine 2000 years ago, 
can find him (by taking West Lake 
electric cars) on Valentine street, just 
back of the Union-avenue schoolhouse. 

I am convinced that the stone-pine 
tree has a great future on the level 
grounds from the _ seacoast to fifty 
miles into the interior of Southern Cali- 
fornia. While the most rapid in growth 
of the piné family, it has not the ab- 
normally rapid growth of the eucalyp- 
tus tree. I hope in a year or two to 
hear of the progress of the stone-pine 
in Southern California, under careful 
and skillful aboricuituralists, 

I cannot close without giving two 
references to this pine in Palestine. In 
my communication, published in The 
Times of the 5th inst., I spoke of 
Cato, and other writers, who described 
the stone-pine before the Christian era. 
Cato lived more than B. C., 200, but 
Isaiah, who was born nearly B. C. 
800, in chapter 45, and verse 14, 
speaks of a number of trees as the 
cedar, the cypress, the oak, and the 
ash. The ‘“ash,’’ as it is translated 
in the authorized version of our Bible, 
is* a mistranslation of the Hebrew 
word “oren.” In the reviséd version 
it is translated “fir,”- But  Rosen- 
muller, one of the first authorities, in 
his ‘“‘Botany of the Bible,’’ says that 
“qren’’ is.none other than ‘‘What the 
ancients called the domestic pine, which 
was raised in the gardens on account 
of its elegant shape and the pleasant 
fruit it yields—the Pignole nuts of 
the Italians—it is the pinus pinea of 
Linneus.” The oak, the cedar and the 
eypress, mentioned y Isaiah, are 
“trees of the forest,’’ in other words, 
wild trees. But Isaiah says of the 
“oren” (the stone-pine mistranslated 
“‘ash’’) is the only cultivated tree men- 
tioned in the passage, for the prophet 
says, “He planteth an ‘oren’ (stone- 
pine) and the rain doth nourish it.” 
Moreover, the Septuagint or Greek 
version of the Bible, and the Latin 


| Vulgate, both translated ‘‘oren,’’ by the 


words which mean tle stone-piné of 
Italy. Dr. Thompson in “The Land 
and the Book,’’ speaks of the st6ne-pine 
coast near ancient 
Caesarea, and gives. an account of the 
stone-pine which is found there in 
great abundance, and he says: “It is 
emphatically ‘the’ tree used for beams 
and rafters. This tree bears a large 
and compact cone, from which is 
obtained the nut of the market. This 
cone when ripe, is gathered by the 
owners of the forests; and when thrown 
for a few minutes on the (fire, it 
separates into many compartments from 
each of which drops a smooth, small 
nut. The shell is very.-hard, and 
within it is the kernel, which is much 
used in making various preparations 
of rice, and also in many kinds of 
sweetmeats.’’ Dr. Thompson’s illus- 
tration of the pinus pinea makes the 
tree too crooked. It is tall and straight.

Haley’s Partner Found Guilty 
of Robbery.

A Pasadena Gardener Adjudged Insane—The

Judge Smith and a jury were occupied 
yesterday in Department One, with the. 


trial of the case against Matthew Cur- |. 


rey, an associate of J. Milton Haley, 
the forger, upon the serious charge of 
robbery preferred against him by I.em 
Yuen, a Chinese lottery dealer, and, in 
spite of the fact that the evidence for 
the prosecution was almost wholly cir- 
cumstantial, the defendant was con- 
victed in the brief space of ten minutes 
after the matter had been submitted to 
the jury. 

It was shown by the prosecution that 
on the night of the commission of the 
crime, two men called at Lem Yuen’s 
store on Los Angeles street, near First 
street, to inquire about the drawing of 
a certain lottery. To their surprise, it

ADJLDGED INSANE. 

George J. Dolton, a native of Illinois, 
31 years of age, a gardener by occupa- 
tion, was brought in from Pasadena 
yesterday afternoon, and taken before 
Judge Clark for examination as to his 
mental condition, and, in accordance 
with the recommendation of Drs.

The second days’ session of the sev- 
enth annual meeting of the German 
Congregational Association of Southern 
California was held at the Pilgrim Con- 
gregational Church yesterday (Thurs- 
day.) 

The first thing before the meeting 
was the licensing, by the Los Angeles 
association, of J. B. Irvine, Jr., as a 
minister of the Congregational Church 
for three years. He is a graduate of 

the Theological Seminary of Cincinnati. 
- “The report of the treasurer, Rev. Mr. 
Ford, was then read, showing a cash 
balance on hand of, $124. The report 
was accepted and placed on file. 

At this point it was announced that 
it was time to elect a registrar and 
treasurer and a statistical secretary. 
The incumbent, Rev. Mr. Ford, was 
thosen to fill the two former positions, 
ind Rev. D. H. Colcord, also incumbent, 
was chosen for the position of statis- 
tical secretary. 

The Committee on Resolutions next 
‘eported and resolutions were adopted 
‘avoring international co-operation 
tmong the different churches in regard 
w the work of the foreign missionaries. 
Che resolution stated that the different 
»xeliefs being presented to the people of 
yther lands tend to confuse them. 
Chree members were appointed to con- 
‘er with other churches about the mat- 
ier. 

The next resolution presented was one 
which stated that the assoefation re- 
wiced in the harmony which existed 
tmong the members of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions. Mr. Hill 
»bjected to the resolution on thé ground 
-hat he hoped there was Harmony, but 
‘feared there was not. A _ vigorous 
speech by Judge Franklin Blades in 
‘avor of the resolution caused it to go 
through with a rush. 

A. resglutinon favoring the. children’s 
lay and requesting that members of 
the Sabbath-schools each contribute 15 
rents each children’s day for missions, 
was passed by a unanimous vote 

The Midwinter Fair next received the 
attention of the association. A resolu- 
tion WasB.introduced strongly urging the 
lirectors Of the fair to close the gates 
on the Sabbath day, and nominating 
three members to present the wishes of 
the association to the directors. Some 
thought that perhaps the directors 
might think that the ministers were op- 

sed to the fair, and it was decided to 
fen the resolutions to the Ministerial 

Tnion at San Francisco. The resolution 
was passed unanimously. 

A resolution was introduced in which 
it was intended to divide the present 
nesociation into two, but the resolution 
was tabled. 

The last resolution, which passed by a 
tmanimous yote, declared the associa- 
lion unalterably opposed to the liquor 
trafic in all its branches, and recom- | 


mended the churches to do all in their 
power to suppress the business. 

The association next listened to an 
address by Rev. F. M. Price. ‘The sub- 
ject was, “Every Church Responsible 
For Evangelizing in Its Own Field.” 
The address was listened to with close 
attention. The speaker stated that 
every church should look out for its 
own local needs. That, for instance, 
there were 50,000 people in Los Angeles 
who would rather go out to the city 
park and see a girl go up in a balloon 
and come down with a parachute, than 
to listen to the most elegant sermon. 
What was needed was Christian people 
to go to the people and talk to them 
about Christ. Christians should see that 
theosophy and Christian science were 
driven out of the country, and should 
pray for the Holy Spirit to descerd 
upon the people. 

Rev. S. Bristol made a touching ad- 
dress on the baptism of the Holy Spirit, 
and a half hour’s prayer-meeting fol- 
lowed, led by the aged minister, who 
was very earnest in his address. The 
prayers were for the outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit upon the children of men. 

After the prayer-meeting, the mode- 
rator introduced Prof. Lloyd, of the 
Theological Seminary, who set forth 
the advantages of the seminary as an 
educational institution. He said the 
Lord might call the ladies to the minis- 
try, but that it was none of the semi- 
nary’s husiness, and if the churches 
wanted to have them educated to the 
ministry, it was their responsibility. 
The ladies were for work in the city 
and in the mission fields. He thought 
the modern American minister should 
be trained to go to the 
and lead men to’ repentance. 
forcible and eloquent speaker, and his 
remarks were applauded to the echo. 

Dr. Thompson, an official representa- 
tice of the American Bible Society, was 
next introduced, and explained the 
workings of the society. When the so- 
ciety was first organized the Bible was 
translated into only forty different 
languages, but since the society organ- 
ized the Bible has been transleted into 
400 languages and dialects. Last year 
the society presented 51,000 families 
with Bibles. None of these families had 
ever possessed a Bible. Three thousand 
of them were in California. 

The meeting then adjourned for lunch, 
which had been spread at the Armory 
Hall by the local church. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

In the afternoon Rev. E. D. Weage 
addressed the associatign upon ‘‘Sab- 
bath Desecration byl Professed Chris- 
tians in Southern California.’’ He held 
that the commandment to keep holy the 
Sabbath-day was one of the most im- 
portant of all. That more space was 
given to it than to any other command- 
ment. He also held that no one should 
allow his’ servant to do work on the 
Sabbath, and included in the word, 
servant, railroad men, and said that 
no-one should travel over the railroads 
on the Sabbath-day, as by thit act one 
made the servants of the railroad com- 
panies do work on the Sabbath-day. 

The moderator then explained the 
needs of the Ministers’ Relief Soviety. 
Rev. Mr. Norton spoke at length upon 
the subject, and urged members of the 
association to join the Ministers’ Relief 
Society, and thus contribute to its sup- 
port. The society has for its object the 
care of aged preachers and preachers 
who are physically unable to earn a 
support. A collection was taken for 
the support of the society, and about 
$50 raised. 

Then followed an address by Rev. A. 
E. Tracy on Sabbath desecration in 
connection with ‘the great expositions. 
He advocated the closing of the Mid- 
winter Fair on Sundays, and said that 
Southern California should close its 
exhibits whether its Northern brethren 
did or not. 

Rev. Mr. Irvine of Los Angeles then 
made an address, and advocated that 
all Christians should refuse to read a 
Sunday newspaper, and.all business 
men should at once refuse to advertise 


in the Sunday paper, as its influence | 


He is a 


was decidedly for evil. .He said if 
Christian people would do this, the pub- 
lishers would soon heed public senti- 
ment, and fail to publish a Sunday pa- 
per. 

If anybody agreed with the young 
main who has just been admitted to the 
ministry, they did not signify it, as 
there was no applause and no one sup- 
ported him in his speech. 

Rev. Mr. Hunt then made an address 
explaining the great fair at Chicago. 
Rev. J. S. Jewell also made an address 
on the ‘“‘Moral Character of the Exposi- 
tion,””’ and Revs. Hill and Case made 
similar addresses. 

Rev. 8S. G. Emerson addressed the as- 
sociation upon the coming of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention to California, 
in 1895, and what it means. He was 
under the impression that the conven- 
tion would do a great deal of good to 
the State, both from a monetary and a 
Christian standpoint. 

The association closed last night with 
2 number of addresses by distinguished 
ministers of the Congregational Church, 
and a programme’ of music by the Glee 
Club of Pomcna College. The meeting 
has been one of the best ever held, and 
the lessons very useful. The delegates 
were loud in their praise of the way 
the Pomona church entertained them. 
The pastor of the church (Rev. Mr. 
Frary) has worked long and hard to 
make the association a success, and he 
succeeded admirably.

|} taurant at the corner of Spring and 
First streets, who is familiarly known 
as ‘“‘Papa’’ Schurtz, was the defendant 
in a criminal case held before Justice 
Austin yesterday afternoon, the charge 
in which was battery. Henry Ander,a 
restaurant cook, was the complaining 
witness.

Ralph Dominguez 
was one of the men who were in the 
saloon at the time, and his evidence 
was all on ‘“papa’s” side. He was 
quite sure that the defendant kept a 
most orderly house. In fact, he was 
actually ‘‘too strict.”’ 

Both sides were heard to the close, 
when the court adjudged Schurtz not 
guilty and dismissed the charge, as he 
did also the counter one that was 
brought by Schurtz against Ander, Al- 
together, it was a ‘“‘stand-off.”’

“TECAL NOTARIES, 


The Recent Appointments 
Declared Valid. 


A Nice Legal Point Decided by 
Judge Van Dyke. | 


Los Angeles is a County of the 
Second Class, 


A. 


Therefore the Numb:r of Notaries Public 
is Not Limited to Sixty— 
The Text of the 
Opinion. 


A very nice legal point relative to the 
legality of recent appointments by Gov. 
Markham of notaries public in this 
county, in which also the question of 
the proper classification of the county 
incidentally cropped up, was decided by 
Judge Van Dyke yesterday, in connec- 
tion with the case of C. K. Holloway vs. 
K. E. Pickitt, an action to quiet title, 
which practically hinged upon _ this 
question, in accordance with the follow- 
ing interesting opinion: 

THE OPINION. 

The facts stipulated show that the 
plaintiff and defendant in this action 
claim the property in controversy from 
the same grantor by separate deeds. 
The defendant’s deed was_ recorded 


“prior to that of the plaintiiff, but the 


intiff took his deed without notice 
and for value. The defendant’s deed was 
acknowledged by A. C. Broderson, 
claiming to be a notary public, who re- 
ceived his commission trom the Gov- 
ernor on July 8, 1893, and thereupon 
duly qualified. At the time of his pur- 

ted appointment there were ore 
sixty legally-appointed, qualified 
and acting notaries public in the county 
of Los Angeles. 

Upon these facts the plaintiff makes 
the point that the acknowledgment of 
the deed was invalid and void because 
Broderson, who took the acknowledg- 
ment, was not a notary public and that, 
therefore, the recording of the deed im- 
parted no notice. 

At the last session of the Legislature 
section 791 of the Political Code, in ref- 
erence to the appointment of notaries, 
Was 80 amended as to authorize the 
Governor to appoint and commis- 
sion such number for the _ several 
counties as he should deem  0nec- 
essary for the public convenience, 
except in cities and counties of 
the first class, wherein the number 
Bhould not exceed sixty. 

The plaintiff claims that for this pur- 

Los Angeles county falls within 
the’ first class, contending that section 
4006 of the Political Code, as originally 
passed, is still in force. 

The codes took effect on January 1, 
1873, Part 4 of the Political Code treats 
ef the government of counties, cities 
and towns. Titlé¢ 1 of part 4 gives the 
boundaries of the several counties and 
their county seats. Title 2 relates to 
the government of counties. Title 
$ relates to the government of cit- 
fes. The Constitution adopted in 1879 
or upon the Legislature the duty 
of establishing a uniform. system . 
county government throughout the 
State by general law, and also by gen- 
eral and uniform laws to provide for 
the election of the various county of- 
ficers, and prescribe their duties, fix 
.their terms, and regulate their compen- 
sation, and, for the latter purpose, to 
classify the counties according to the 
population. 

At the following session of 1880 
the Legislature amended most of the 
sections (including 4006) contained in 
title 2 of part 4 of the Political Code, 
but, owing to a defect in the title to the 
bill, the act was declared unconsti- 
tutional. (Leonard vs. January, 56 Cal.) 

In 1883, the Legislature passed an 
act to establish a uniform system of 
county and township governments. This 
law, designated the ‘County Govern- 
ment Act,’’ covers the whole ground 
embraced in title 2, part 4, of the Politi- 
Code, without attempting to amend and 
re-enact each section therein contained; 
and in this act the counties are classi- 
fied, as required by the amended Consti- 
tution. Various sections of this County 
Government Act were amended in 1885, 
1887 and 1889, by refence to the sections 
therein contained, instead of re-enact- 
ing or referring to the old sections in 
title 2, part 4, of the Political Code. 
In 1891, an entirely new act was passed 
to establish a uniform system of county 
and township governments, superseding 
and taking the place of the act of 1883, 
with the several amendments thereto. 
Section 10 of this act declares that the 
several counties in this State are hereby 
elassified, and shall hereafter remain 
classified, according to their population, 
as ascertained by the Federal census 
taken in the year 1890: and further pro- 
vides that after the next census a new 
classification shall be had accordingly; 
and in section 162 of the same act, for 
the purpose of regulating the compensa- 
tion of the officers of the several coun- 
ties, they are classified under the cen- 
sus of 1890. By the classification, coun- 


ties containing a population of 200,000 


and over are of the first class; and 
those ea population of 100,000, 
, are of the second class. 

By an express provision, all acts incon- 
sistent with this act are repealed, but 
the same result would follow if this 
were not expressed, for, although by 
the Constitution it is required that an 
act revised, or section ‘amended, shall 
be re-enacted and published at length, 
still, where prior and subsequent acts 
are in conflict, the subequent act pre- 
vails, The classification contained in 
act of 1891, just referred to, is en- 
prey inconsistent with that prescribed 
the old section 4006, title 2, part 4, 
Political .Code, and, by the rule just 
tated, supersedes and repeals the same 
y implication, as well as by the ex- 
press terms of the act itself. The 
eounty of Los Angeles, by the classifi- 
cation of the County Government Act of 
1891, falls within the second class, and, 
therefore, by the amendment to the 
code, in ‘reference to the appointment 
of notaries public passed at the last 
session of the Legislature, is not lim- 
ited to sixty in number. This disposes 
ef the cases adversely to the plaintiff's 
eontention, and renders unnecessary a 
consideration of the various other points 
presented 


Findings’ arid judgment will go to the 
defendant.

A large num- 
ber of tickets have been sold, and the 
house will doubtless be well filled. 

Work has; been commenced upon 
Judge Ling’s new two-story residence, 
at the corner of Downey and Griffin 
avenues.

SANDBAGGED. 


A Man Robbed in His Own 
Yard. 


The Thugs Captured a Pew Hours After 
the Crime—Attempted Burglary— 
Street-car Conductor 
Held Up. 


---- 


Burglaries, robberies and ‘*hold-ups”’ 
have been décidedly on the increase 
during the past month, and now hardly 
a day passes without at least one 
‘*house-breaking” or ‘“‘hold-up”’ being re- 
ported to the police. The increase in 
the number of these occurrences is at- 
tributed generally, by those who have 
had occasion to investigate, to the pres- 


lence of the army of men termed the 


“unemployed.” While in a large ma- 
jority of cases, it is true, there are de- 
serving men among these crowds, the 
authorities are beginning to lose faith 
in them all, for-a very respectable min- 
ority have been found to be vagrants 
and tramps, who do not want to work, 
but who merely live by thieving or beg- 
ging. 

The recent influx has brought here 
many of the latter class, which has re- 
sulted in the filling of the City Prison 
and County Jail more rapidly than ever 
before at this season of the year. 

SANDBAGGED AND ROBBED. 

Yesterday two of the most hardened 
criminals and successful operators ever 
known in this part of the State were 
captured, and now rest safely behind 
the bars in the City Prison,’ as the re- 
sult of some clever work on the part of 
Detectives Benson and Marsh. 

They did their last job early in the 
morning, about three hours before their 
arrest. . 

Patrick Carr. who lives‘\at No. 220 
Geary street, spent the greater part of 
Wednesday night about the saloons in 
the lower part of town. In the course 
of his rambles, he _ fell in with two 
young fellows, known as'George W. 
Olsen and John McDonald, and together 
the three made the circuit. At 12 
o’clock they all went to the Olympic 
restaurant and ate lunch, and then re- 
sumed their wanderings until nearly 
daylight, when they wound up at a 
saloon at the corner of First and Ala- 
meda streets, and took a parting drink 
together. Carr then started for home, 
but he did not notice that his newly-

him. He had hardly stepped inside his 
own yard, when he was suddenly felled 
by a blow from behind. While uncon- 
scious, the robbers went through his 
pockets, taking about $40 in coin and a 
number of small articles.

ATTEMPTED BURGLARIES. 

Conductor James Gallagher of the 
Consolidated Electric Railway is a firm 
believer in the opinion that the police 
force should be enlarged, at least to 
the extent that Winston street may 
be protected from light-fingered and 
light-footed gentlemen, who burgle in 
the wee sma’ hours.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Weekly Bulletin of the Southern California 
Weather Service. 

Following is the weather and crop 
bulletin of the Southern California 
Weather Service for the week ending 
November 6: 

Cloudy or foggy mornings prevailed 
generally in all the districts, with the 
temperature continuing to range below 
the averages. No rain -was_ reported, 
which showed a general deficiency com- 
pared with the corresponding period in 
former years, amounting to nearly one- 
fourth of an inch at Los Angeles, and 
.14 of an inch at San Diego, with a rela- 
tive deficiency for the remaining sec- 
tions. Rains are now needed in order 
to put the ground in condition for plow- 
ing; plowing has begun in some sec- 
tions where the late rains were copious 
enough to soften the soil, which, how- 
ever, were confined to a limited area. 
Reports are being received slowly, as 
farmers are waiting for rain, and this 
period is the between season of the de- 
ciduous and citrus fruits. Those which 
have come in follow: 

San Luis Opispo county—Musick: The 
nights were foggy during the early part 
of the week, and frosty the latter part. 
Grass and volunteer grain are starting. 
The bean crop at Arroyo Grande is 
harvested and is excellent in quality and 
quantity. Corn husking is well under 
way and the crop is excellent. The 
weather has been cool and threatening 
rain; a second rain is needed to start 
mountain pasture. 

Los Angeles county--Downey: Walnuts 
harvest and corn husking are in prog- 
ress. The second crop of grapes is be- 
ing delivered, and wine-making will 
soon be over. 

San Bernardino county—Chino: The 
sugar-beet crop has been entirely har- 
vested, and it amounted to 44,008 tons; 
the total sugar output was 15,063,357 
pounds. Plowing has begun and the 
ground is in excellent condition. Red- 
lands: Raisin drying continues on the 
late varieties, which were delayed by 
the recent rains, Oranges are turning 
yellow, and a few are already in mar- 
ket; the crop this season will be be- 
tween 350 and 450 carloads, 

Riverside county—Riverside: The 
weather of late has not been very good 
for raisin drying, too cool and too much 
high fog in the morning, The oranges 
are coloring up nicely, and by Christ- 
mas many navels will be ripe enough 
to ship; the crop this season is large 
and fine, South Riverside: The high- 
est temperature during the week was 
80 deg., and the lowest 54 deg., with the 
usual amount of sunshine. 

Orange county--Anaheim: The weather 
of the past week was favorable to the 
vegetable crop, but was rather detri- 
mental to walnuts, as foggy nights and 
cloudy days retarded the curing of the 
crop. Alb kinds of budded oranges 
promise a full yield; the seedling crop 
will be short. nta Ana: Green peas 
are appearing in market and shipments 
North and Bast will begin in about a 
week; farmers have planted peas more 
extensively than usual this season. 

Diego county—Escondido: The 
weather since the rain has been de- 
lightfully pleasant, and the grass is be- 
ginning to spring up. San Diego 
city: The raisin crop is about all 
secured and shipments are coming in 
daily. Farmers are waiting for rain 
to begin breaking ground. Oranges,are 
coming slowly, but are not yet thor- 
oughly ripe, | 


NEARING COMPLETION. 


Section 3 1-2 of the Central Interceptor Al- 
most Finished. 

Section 3% of the central intercepting 
sewer, which section is to cross the 
river at Sixth street is nearly completed, 
and is expected to be finished in a few 
days. 

At this point the official width of the 
river, that is the distance between 
levees, is 300 feet. running directly 
across, and with its grade, toward the 
west, is an iron pipe having a diameter 
of thirty-six inches. This pipe is sev- 
eral feet under the bed of the river,. 
and is held securely in place by rows of 
piles driven close to each side. The pipe 
rests on cross-pieces of wood having 
their ends bolted securely to the piles, 
while cross-bars of iron just above the 
pipe keep it from raising. 

Just inside the levees, on each ae of 


the river, are two large holes at the | 
ese | 


top of the pipe. Leading from th 
holes are two covered wood flumes, 
each 175 feet in length, and running 
diagonally up stream and toward the 
middle of the river. Before intersecting 
they are met by a flume of similar size, 
fifty feet in lencih and lying directly 
across the middle of the stream. The 
grade from the middle of the shorter 
flume descends in each direction, lead- 
ing by way of the others, to the two 
holes in the top of the iron pipe. 

The flume is made of rough plank so 
= together as to leave narrow crev- 
ces to admit seepage. At the lower end 
of each part of the flume is a sand pit. 
It will thus be seen that no matter in 
what part of its official bed the river 
may flow,its path must cross these 
flumes. The water percolating through 
will run into the sand pit, where all its 
sand will settle, and the clear water 
can be admitted to the iron pipe when- 
ever it is desired to flush the sewer.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


The Chamber of Commerce and 
the Proposed Fair. 


Good Prospects for the Building of the Sugar- 
beet Factory—Meeting of the City 
Trustees—Street Opening 
Considered. 


Orange‘ county, through the official 
action. of its Chamber of Commerce, is 
strenuously opposing the holding of the 
State Citrus Fair of Southern Cali- 
fornia in San Francisco. 

Information was published in The 
Times a few days ago, that there was 
a probability that the fair would be 
located in the Golden Gate City owing 
to the fact that the Midwinter Fair 
would draw so many people to that 
city during the winter, and since that 
announcement was made the people 
of Orange county have been consider- 
ably exercised over the matter. A 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
was held Tuesday evening at which 
the question was discussed, after which 
the following resolution was passed: 

‘Resolved,.: that » Orange county, 
Chamber of Commerce, 
does most emphatically protest against 


cisco, and is in favor of holding it at 
Los Angeles; that the president of. the 
chamber: is hereby directed to send 
a telegram to the secretary of the 
Board of Horticultural Commissioners 
to that effect.’’ 

Another very important matter was 
then brought up and discussed at some 
length, but without official action be- 
ing taken by the chamber. Secretary 
Marks and President Fowler of the 
Anaheim Co-operative Beet-sugar Com- 
pany were present and spoke of the 
prospect of the Anaheim factory being 
built. They proposed for Santa Ana 
and Orange county generally to aid 
the company by buying its bonds to 
the amount of $50,000 to $100,000 and 
then the company would be able to 
go ahead and erect the factory at once. 
It was suggested that the matter be 
referred to the Committee on Manu- 
factories and a motion to that effect 
was then passed. 

CITY TRUSTEES. 

The city trustees met in adjourned 

session Wednesday afternoon for the 


intention of opening and extending 
Sycamore street north from Church 
street to Washington avenue, in the 
city of Santa Ana.
